HUNTERS MUST FIX TAG 
ON ALL BIG GAME SHOT 


Big game hunters must continue 
this season to place tags or seals 
on the animals they shoot as these 
are required for identification pur- 
poses, according to E.S. Huestis, 
Provincial Game Commissioner. 

The tags are supplied free of 
charge to those who obtain big 
game hunting licenses. As a new 
serial number, “B”’, is being placed 
on this year’s tags, those who make 
use of any leftover 1946 ‘A's’ will 
be running the risk of prosecution. 

It is customary to place the tag 
or seal on the antlers or leg, as soon 
as the animal has been shot. This 
should be done at once so that the 
huntsmen will be fully protected if 
checked up by a game guardian. 

The department has also announc- 
ed the release of more than 4,000 
young pheasants in different parts 
of the province. These birds are 
from six to ten weeks old and were 
raised at the Brooks experimental 
station.

Rainfall to the extent of about 
10-14 inches is needed annually in 
the brown soils belt of the prairie 
provinces to produce a wheat crop 
averaging 14 bushels to the acre. 
The average rainfall in this area, 
however, is barely 7 inches during 
the three months’ growing season, 
and in 3 years out of 5 it falls even 
lower. 

Dr. J.L. Doughty, chief of the 
soils laboratory at the Swift Cur- 
rent Experimental Farm, has been 
carrying out tests over amount of 
moisture present in the soil so that 
a farmer can have a good idea 
whether it will be worth while to 
seed the field to wheat. 

Dr. Doughty says that thousands 
of dollars are wasted every year by 
seeding grain on land so deficient in 
moisture that there is not a chance 
of a good crop being produced.

STORAGE OF WINTER 
VEGETABLES 


The Dominion Experimental 
Farm Service advises farmers and | 
others who have vegetables for 
household use in the winter, and 
have suitable storage space in the 
cellar, to check on their storage 
facilities to see that everything is 
in order. There is no secret to pro- 
per winter storage of vegetables, 
and all that is required is plain 
common sense and the observance 
of a few simple rules. 

Storage space must be adequate, 
with proper ventilation, and fairly 
high humidity. If these conditions 
are lacking, or are faulty, they 
should be corrected before storing 
is begun. 

Whether the vegetables to be 
stored are bought or are home 
grown, only products of good qual- 
ity are worth storing—those that 
are sufficiently matured, free from 
insect or other injuries and diseases. 

As a general rule vegetables will 
keep better and for a longer period 
if stored in slatted crates or slatted 
bins to provide ventilation, Losses 
will be reduced considerably _ if 
moisture can be kept ata rather 
high level, particularly for potatoes, 
beets and carrots. 

The walls and ceiling of the root 
cellar should be well insulated to 
prevent fluctuating temperatures 
and loss of moisture. If these re- 
quirements are not met much of 
the produce will be lost. 

Vegetables which are to be stored 
over winter should not be brought 
directly from the fields into the 
storage. The sorting and grading 
and also the cooling, should be done 


| before storage so that the tempera- 
| ture in the root cellar will not be 
| changed seriously.

RESCUE WHEAT 


Next year there will be a sub 
stantial volume of Rescue wheat 
available to the farmers of Western 
Canada. This wheat was developed 
by A.W. Platt, of the Dominion 
government experimental farm at 
Swift Current, to counteract the 
ravages of sawflies. Rescue has a 
solid stem and this interrupts the 
sawfly life cycle. The main objec- 
tion to Rescue wheat is that it does 
not compare with the standard 
Marquis in quality. 

Another wheat being developed 
by Dominion cerealists is said to be 
resistant to grasshoppers. The scien- 
tists are also working on a wheat 
which will require a shorter ripen- 
ing period, thus avoiding early 
frosts. 

It takes nearly a dozen years to 
develop a new variety of wheat.

| ALBERTA‘’S FIRE LOSSES 
INCREASED BY 65’! OVER 1942 


Is a 


Alberta’s fire bill for 1946 was 
65°. higher than it was five years 
ago, the number of fires increased 
by 40° over 1942, and 20’ of the 
losses in the province in 1946 were 
‘uninsured according to figures re- 
| leased by the Western Canada In- 
surance Underwriters’ Association 
recently for the purpose of calling 
attention to the importance of Fire 
Prevention week 

“Last year,’ the release said, 
“there were 2,308 fires in the pro- 
vince causing a loss of $2,544,689 as 
compared with 1,652 fires, with} 
losses totalling $1,565,186 in 1942. 
Only three other provinces, Mani- | 
foba, Prince Edward Island and 
Saskatchewan had a higher  per- 


centage of increase in the amount | 


of fire damage than Alberta in the 
comparison between 1946 and 1942 
losses 

“Alberta's total for the year rep- 
resented approximately 6% of the | 
Dominion fire loss total for 1946 
amounting to $49,413,363 of which 
25% was uninsured, During the 
year, 166 men, 78 women and 164 
children were killed by fire in Can- 
ada. 

“In five years our national bill 
for fire wastage has increased from 
$1 millions to 49 millions of dollars 
or by approximately 55%.

CONVENTION AT OTTAWA 


The calling of a national confer- 
ence by the Honorable Paul Martin, 
minister of national health and wel- 
fare, for October 13 and 14 in Ot- 
tawa is the first step in a war on 
arthritis and rheumatic diseases by 
the Federal Government. This was 
prompted by thousands of appeals 
to the members of parliament by 
sufferers from arthritis and other 
persons and groups who are active- 
ly interested in the need for nation- 
al recognition of arthritis. Funda- 
mentally the plea calls for govern- 
ment action to place arthritis on the 
same basis as tuberculosis and can- 
cer in Canada. 

On June 10, 1947 the Honorable 
Mr. Martin had the following to say. 
in part, on arthritis in reply to Dr 
Blair, M.P. (Lanark, Ontario). 

“The Hon. member referred to | 
arthritis. and perhaps later in the | 
estimates I shall have more to say | 
about this specific item—that the | 
technique we employed early in | 
January in calling together here in | 
Ottawa—those who were interested | 
in cancer control, will be employed | 
again when all the authorities, gov- 
in the} 
field of arthritis, are called within 
a very few months, to see if we can- 
not provide some co-ordinating | 
authority to carry on in the field of | 
arthritis | 

“Through the officers of my de- 
partment I have had an opportunity 
of consultation with Lord Horder 
who is one of the outstanding auth- 
orities in his profession in the rheu- 
matic field and who has in Great 
Britain set a number of investiga- 
tional clinical centres for the treat- 
ment of this malady 

“Likewise, Doctor Wallace Gra- 
ham of Toronto, an eminent physi- 
cian in this particular field, has also 
been in consultation with the de- 
partment. These two sources, to 
whom I have referred, together 
with the Canadian Rheumatism As- 
sociation, will be the basis of a con- 
ference which, I hope, will lead to 
an examination of all possible av- 
enues available to bring about some 
relief in respect of this painful af- 
fliction.” 

The Canadian Rheumatism As- 
sociation was reorganized from the 
Canadian Rheumatic Diseases As- 
sociation and became affiliated with 
the Canadian Medical Association 
at the June 1946 national C.M.A. 
convention in Banff. Officers of its | 
executive are: Pres.

we know, nothing has materialized 
Today 600,000 arthritics across | 
Canada are looking with hope and | 
expectation to this meeting in Ot- 
tawa as an initial step towards gov- 
ernment recognition of Canada’s 
Number One Crippler.

PREVENT SPREAD OF 
POULTRY DISEASES 


To prevent the spreading of com- 
municable diseases, an Order in 
Council has been issued, requiring 
that every owner or operator of a 
poultry processing plant, or poultry 
killing plant, or the management 
of establishments where live poul- 
try are received for any purpose, 
must clean and disinfect all such 
crates received at the plants. After 
each use as a live-poultry crate, and 
before leaving the plant, all crates 
must be thoroughly cleaned and 
dipped for at least two minutes in 
a solution of two per cent forma- 
lin, or other approved disinfectant, 
Unless this is done, the crates must 
not be removed from the plant. 

The expression “Live Poultry 
Crate’ means any crate, box, re- 
ceptacle, or container used for con- 
veying or transporting live poultry 
The words “Approved Disinfect- 
ant’ mean a pest control product 
that is registered under the Pest 
Control Products Act and has a 
strength of not less than two per 
cent.
